London, Oct. 24—(British admiralty wire­ 
less)—A Times correspondent with the Am rican 
forces says in a dispatch to his newspaper today 
that it would be difficult to exaggerate the vio­ 
lence of the opposition which the first American 
army is meeting between the Meuse and the Ar­ 
gonne. 
“Indeed, slow as the progress is,” he writes, 
“it is quite remarkable when all the circumstances 
are taken into consideration. Little by little the 
American divisions are pushing forward and both 
ai Grandpre and east of Landres they can fairly 
be said to have breached the Krienhilde position. 
With the American Armies in France, Oct. 23 
- (Night)—The Americans, after repulsing a 
series of heavy counter-attacks, have again as­ 
sumed the initiative on the front between Grand­ 
pre and Meuse. 
In a number of closely allied local operations 
they 
have 
reoccupied 
several 
positions 
temporarily ceded to the Germans. These ad­ 
vances have again carried them north of Grand­ 
pre, Batheville and Brieulles. 
The new enemy divisions have been thrown 
into this front, and there are now more than 30 
German divisions opposing the Americans on the 
front. 
With the British Army in France, Oct. 24 
New drives between the Scheldt and the Sambre 
is expected to have wide results, the most import- 
ant'of which will be the complete turning of the 
Valenciennes line. 
On the front from Valenciennes northward 
to the frontier of Holland, German resistance is 
stiffening. British patrols have managed to push 
across the Scheldt at several places north of 
Tournai.

“Sir: 
I have the honor to acknowledge the r e ­ 
ceipt of your note of the 22d, tr a n s m itti n g a co m ­ 
munication under date of the 20th, from th e G erm a n 
Governm ent, and to advise you that the President 
has in structed me to reply thereto as follows:

“ Having received the solemn and explicit a s ­ 
su ranc e of the G erm a n Government that it u n r e ­ 
servedly accepts the te rm s of peace laid down in his 
address to the Congress of the P utted S tate s on the 
8th day of Ja n u a r y , 1918. and the principles of s e t­ 
tlement enunciated in his subsequent addresses, p a r ­ 
ticularly th e ad dress of the 27th of Sept. and that it 
desires to discuss the details of their application, and 
that this wish and purpose em an a ted not from those 
who have hitherto dictated G erm a n policy and con­ 
ducted the present w ar on G erm a n y ’s behalf hut from 
.Ministers who spe ak for the m ajo rity of th e Reich­ 
sta g and for an overwhelming m ajority of the G e r ­ 
man people, and having received also th e explicit 
promise of the present G erm an Government th a t the 
hum ane rules of civilized w a rfa re will be observed 
both on land and on sea by the G erm a n arm e d forces, 
the P resident of the United States feels th at he c a n ­ 
not decline to ta ke up with the G o v ernm e nts with 
which the Governm ent of the I ’nited S tate s is a s s o ­ 
ciated the question of armistice. 


“ He deems it his du ty to say again, however, 
that th e only armistice he would feel justified in s u b ­ 
m itting for consideration would be one which should 
leave t h e United S tate s and the Lowers associated 
with her in a position to enforce any a r r a n g e m e n t s 
th a t may Im* entered into, and to m ak e a renewal of 
hostilities on th e part of G erm an y impossible.

“ .Moreover, it does not a p p e a r that the h eart of 
the present difficulty has been reached. It may lo* 
that future w ars have been brought under th e co n ­ 
trol of the G erm a n people, hut the present w ar has 
not been; and it is with the present war th a t we 
are dealing. 
“ It is evident that the G e rm a n people have no 
means of commanding the acquiescence of the mili­ 
tary authorities of the em pire in the popular will; 
that the* power of the King of Prussia to control the 
policy of the empire is un im p a ired ; that the d e t e r ­ 
min ing initiative still rem a in s with those who have 
hitherto been the m a ste rs of G erm any. 


“'Hie President, therefore, has t r a n s m itte d his 
correspondence*with the present G e rm a n authorities 
to the G overnm e nts with which the G o v ern m e n t of 
the United S ta te s Is associated as a belligerent, with 
the suggestion that, if th ese G o v ern m e n ts are dis­ 
posed to effect peace upon the te rm s and principles 
indicated, th eir military advisers and th e m ilitary ad ­ 
visers of th e United S tate s shall be asked to su bm it 
to th e G o v ernm e nts associated ag ain st G erm an y the 
necessary te rm s o f such an arm istice a s will fully 
protect the interests of the peoples involved and in­ 
sure to th e associated G o v ernm e nts th e unrestricted 
power to s a fe g u a rd and enforce th e details of the 
peace to which t h e G erm a n Governm ent has agreed, 
provided they deem such an arm istice possible from 
a military point of view.
